If so, | would point out to 
APIA and to other clubs bent on 
importing players, that historic- 
ally such experiments have a’ 
very high success rate and that 
Argentina has proved to be 
probably the most fruitful 
source of imports on a player 
for player basis. 

Indeed, if you were to meas- 
ure successes against failures, 














‘on percentage the most suc- 
cessful sources have been Ar- 
gentina, Yugoslavia and Austria. 

The idea to invite Argenti- 
nians, if you cast your mind 
back. began with Eduardo 
Massey in the early 60s, Syd- 
ney's Budapest mustering 
enough courage to attract that 
skillful centre forward to Aust- 


_ falia via Spain. 


He was the first, though far 
from the most successful, for 
scon Budapest would import 
four more and clubs like Prague 
and APIA, then Sydney Croatia 
would quickly follow. 

When Budapest imported a 
young Argentinan quarter, eye- 
brows were quickly raised and 
worry was to setin at the agony 
of waiting for the four Latins to 
settle into our game. 

But their time came and 
Hugo Rodriguez, Victor Fer- 
nandez, Salvador Isaac, and 
Lorenzo Heredia were to 
spend long years serving Bud- 
apest well and nowadays grey- 
haired St George supporters 
finally recall the many joyous 
moments those four players 
gave them. 

Rodriguez was an elegant, if 
arrogant and more than a trifle 
lazy, centre-forward who later 
became a midfielder and, on oc- 
casions, a most accomplished 
centre half. 

Fernandez was a bewildering, 
ticky left winger with a pen- 
chant for the bent pass and a 
vicious shot. Like a Latin, he de- 
lighted in turning defenders into 
fools with ‘his trickery and once 
he bestowed lasting injuries on 
Jim Kelly and Pat Woods by 
enticing them to tackle at the 
same time and then leaving 
them to collide with one anoth- 
er. 

Within a couple of seasons of 








arriving he won a world trip as 
his prize for being the Sydney 
Daily Mirror's player of the year. 
isaac was a rugged, well- 
muscled utility man whom you 
could use anywhere you liked 
and, even he wasn't a per- 
manent pick in the side, his con- 
sistency earned him blissful 
semi-retirement in his home 
country some years later. 

Even Heredia, whose dainty, 
fragile game was the least 
suited to Australia, was a regu- 
lar for some seasons and few St 
George men who recall those 
days would not wish for a plan 
year like him in their team.

NASL end 
in sight, 
NSL next? 


For at least half a decade, the-National 
League has modelled itself in many respects 
on its North American counterpart, the 
NASL. 


It is now my sad duty to announce that our role model is bank- 
rupt, without status, credibility — and almost without any teams. 
I observed this sad state of affairs during my recent visit to the 
USA, arranged with the very professional assistance of the 
Sheraton Hotel chain. 

Soccer in America is rushing headlong into an ersatz indoor 
version of the game, which may be great entertainment — but has 
very little affinity with the real thing. 

When four of the nine NASL clubs gained entry last month into 
the Indoor League (MISL) it became a watershed, being followed 
in quick succession by the decision of Tulsa — defending 
champion and not one of the four lucky ones — to cease operations 
and Chicago to concentrate solely on indoor action. 

Crowds are down to Sydney and Melbourne standards in many 
instances, and with the increasing lack of big overseas names the 
standard has alsv dropped and media exposure is minimal. 

Cosmos, that symbol of success to soccer around the world, 
publicly have stated that they are giving the NASL one more sea- 
son, before possibly folding their tent for good. 

An all-star game featuring Pele, among a host of other world 
Class stars, left some 45,000 empty seats at Giants Stadium. Even 
though the other 30,000 odd had bottoms on them, the result was 
considered a financial and promotional disaster by the Cosmos. 

All of the problems and mistakes some of us have warned the 
ASF and NSL about during its ‘‘American era” right up to this 
year have come home to roost. Maybe now someone will start to 
listen. 

x *« * 

World Soccer’s controlling body, FIFA, deserves the 
“sad sack’”’ award of international sport, in the wake of 
the olympic tournament. 

Average crowds of nearly 45,000, including six figure attend- 
ances at the semi-finals and final, make a mockery of the decision 
not to give serious consideration to the American application to 
host the 1986 World Cup. FIFA managed to throw away millions 
with one stupid, rash decision. 

lt was a revelation to be in Los Angeles and see the rapturous 
and enthusiastic throngs attending what was really a pretty poor 
tournament. My fearless forecast is that the average attendance 
in Mexico won't be anywhere near what it was in L.A. and the 
other venues.

While the NASL, with its determinedly third gener- 
ation American image and its Blizzards and Comets and 
the like is dead as a dodo, the Olympics were a near sell- 
out. 

Therein lies a lesson for Australia, if only our administrators 
and media are going to listen just for once. 

The hundreds of thousands of soccer lovers at the Olympics 
were to a very large extent made up of Americans of various 
ethnic backgrounds, neglected, discouraged and discriminated 
against by the NASE since its establishment. 

Soccer’s natural audience was successfully turned off and the 
former 24-team league will next year be lucky to still exist. Ditto 
Australia, unless sanity finally previals.

On a final note from America, Cosmos general manager Peppe 
Pinton told his league exactly what to do with rules restricting 
quality foreign imports. 

“The Cosmos will not have matters dictated to them. We will 
take a leadership role, not what Tulsa or Minnesota want,”’ Peppe 
said. 

Sounds almost like Sydney or Melbourne, NSL against the state 
federations — and that is where we came in.

at Games time 


Although its request for soccer to be in- 
cluded in the 19890 Commonwealth Games 
was rejected, the New Zealand Football As- 
sociation has re-affirmed its intention to 
stage a tournament in conjunction with the 
Games. 


NZFA chairman Charlie Dempsey, when making the announce- 
ment, noted: ‘Every one of the 32 Commonwealth countries that 
cupet at the Games plays soccer — and in most it is the nation- 
al sport.” 

To be precise, soccer is the most popular winter sport in 36 of 
the 45 independent Commonwealth nations. The exceptions are 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada, India, Nauru, Papua New Gui- 
nea, Sri Lanka, Tonga and Western Samoa 

The code’s success at the recent Olympics has encouraged 
Dempsey to pursue the project The tournament was watched by 
1,421,627 which is 292,164 more than attended athletics, the next 
most popular event. 

This, despite the fact that all attempts to establish professional 
soccer in southern California had failed miserably.

Charlie Zammit had been in Australia 
for only two years when Morwell 
Falcons were formed. He was born in 
Msida in Malta and came here in 1959. 

The original name of Falcons was 1.A.S.C.0. and 
the idea was to have an Italian club represented in 
Latrobe Valley soccer. The founder members of the 
club were Luigi Sola, Eugene Zanin, Vasco Guidotti 
and Angelo Torrieri. 

The club became known as Morwell Falcons in 
1964 and in 1970 Zammit joined. He was secre- 
tary from 1971 to 1981, secretary-manager in 
1983 and this year became club manager. His job 
entails running the huge social club at North 
Crinigan Reserve, no easy task, especially with 
Falcons being granted full liquor licence early last 
month. 

It was in 1977 that the shire of Morwell offered 
Falcons two allotments from which to pick out a 
new complex. Falcons chose North Crinigan Re- 
serve and eventually, moved there in 1981. The 
magnificent social rooms officialy were opened in 
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MORWELL, 


The cost of the complex easily exceeds $500,- 
000 and the majority of work was done with volun- 
tary labor supplied by the club members. 

Falcons first thought about getting a liquor li- 
cence in 1982 but withdrew their application to 
the Liquor Control! Commission that year. The fol- 
lowing year, another application failed, but on Sep- 
tember 7 this year 8 licence was granted, making 
Falcons one of the few clubs in Victoria with a full 
liquor licence 

“| presume that our revenye_will jump now but 
the main point of getting a full liquor licence was to 
allow our members to use the facilities they had 
helped so much to build.” said Zammit. 

“And we plan to branch out. We plan to have 
bocce courts, darts nights and snooker nights for 
our members.” 

Zammit has given years of loyal service to Fal- 
cons. He's just one of many who have helped in 
bringing this country club to the forefront of 
Australian soccer. There's a way to go yet, but you 
better bet that at Morwell!

With 
better sides coming down here we'll get better 
crowds and the overall standard of soccer in this 
area will improve, says Ounne 

lf Fatcons accept the spot awaiting them in the 
NSL, Dunne reckons that the club will need up to 
six new players next season. 

“Welt, we're going to lose a few players at the 
end of this season and they're all lads who could do 
a job in the National League. Billy Whiteside looks 
like he's going to leave because of the travelling to 
and from Melbourne, Gerry Clarke is going back to 
Northern Ireland and even Harry Bingham has been 
thinking about going back home. 

“The players keep asking me what's happening 
with regards to going into the NSL but I don't even 
know myself what the club’s planning. If we go into 
the National League then we'll have to go in there 
with a top class side for that standard. There's no 
way that | or the committes would want to go into 
the National League and struggle. 

“Having said that, if the club decides to stay in 
State League, then | don't think that wed have to 
worry too much about buying new players, for the 
lads here this year have eamed their keep. They ve 
done enough to show that they deserve their 
places at the club next year — if we're still in State 
League. ’ 

Winning this years State League championship 
was a surprise for Dunne. He had planned, after 
last year's dismal 10th placed finish, to cement the 
club among the top four sides in the league. And 
the way Falcons started this year's league cam- 
paign didn't suggest that they were good things to 
win the title. 

Dunne reckons that the turning paint in Fal- 
cons’ season was when they hammered Faw- 
kner 4-1 at North Crinigan Reserve in Mor- 
well. 

“| took a look at some of the Fawkner players 
before the game. They were all dressed in smart 
tracksuits and they were kicking a bloody Aussie 
Rules ball about. | couldn't believe it. | got into our 
dressing rooms and | told the lads that we were 
against a crowd of posers so lat's get out and sort 
them right out and we did.

‘The greatest 20th 
birthday present any club 
could ask for.” 

That’s how Inter-Monaro’s 
president Laurie Pastrello 
described his club's entry into 
the NSL in 1985. 

For Pastrello — and a cast 
of dozens — it has been 20 
years of blood, sweat and tears 
. . - and now the ultimate 
triumph. 

Inter-Monaro, 1984 New 
South Wales State League win- 
ner, is battling against the 
clock — and finances — to im- 
prove its ground dramatically 
for NSL entry. 

Easily the most difficult and 
costly initial task was to instal 


an extensive new drainage sys- 
' 


tem. 

“The cheapest commercial 
quote topped the $150,000 
mark,’’ Pastrello said. 

“We did it for a few thou- 
sand dollars thanks to great 
community help and the 
Queanbeyan city council dona- 
ting the huge drainage pipes — 
each one of which weighs over 
five tonnes."” 


Pastrello’s special thanks 
went to Frank Brunacci, an 
engineer, who like Pastrello, 
has worked around the clock to 
effect such improvements as: 


@ Moving nearly 150,000 
cubic metres of earth to push the 
existing pitch backwards some 70 
metres and widen it by seven 
metres to full international size; 
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Essendon Tram 


@ /nstall massive neve drainage 
pipes in their beds of concrete. 

Still to come are the laying 
of the new pitch, re-laying the 
car parking area and building 
a stand capable of holding 3,- 
000 people — even if initially 
without seating. 


The completion of this 
grandstand very much 
depends on the club’s appli- 
cation for funding from the 
NSW Government. 


“I believe we will succeed 
as the NSW Labor government 
seems prepared to help sorting 
clubs and sporting organisa- 
tions who are helping them- 
selves.”

Budini gives

Avala has done it again! The 1984 Roth- 
mans Medal for the best and fairest player in 
NSW has gone to Ricky Budini. And last year 
it was Agenor Muniz, also of Avaia, who won 
the award. 


Budini came to Avala on loan early in the season and proved a valu- 
able asset, not only with his stern defence but also with some fine goals. 
With eight goals to his credit this season he was the club's second top 
scorer, one goal behind Milne. 

After receiving his medal from the NSW Minister for Sport, Mr Mi- 
chael Cleary, Budini was humble to say the least: “Thank you Rothmans, 
thankyou my team mates. | did not expect this. Thankyou,” he said in the 
shortest speech ever by a Rothmans winner. 

Tom Steven of Manly, one of the strongest contenders during the 
night's counting, finished second, only two points behind Budini, while 
Sebastian Giampaolo, the skilful Inter Monaro striker, was another point 
adrift in third place.

Next came the 
favourite, Ross Brown of Rockdale llinden, a further two points down the 
ladder. 

John Stoddart, Ray Carney and Nigel Groome featured strong- 
ly. Stoddart, the winner of 1980, polls well each year as does Nigel 
Groome. Keith Schuman, also of Sutherland, was the side’s 
representative in the top 20. 

Yugal surprised with three players in the top 20. John Clarke 
finished in 10th place, Chris Thamnids was 14th and David Forest- 
er two places further down the list. 

So, the 15th annual Rothmans Medal award finished as it did in 
its inaugural year, with the winner getting 23 points. But, for 
Avala, it was celebrations all around, as the side joins Sutherland 
om St George as the only teams to pick up two awards in the last

It is doubtful that Avala will collect the award next year unless 
the criterion for eligibility changes so that the Rothmans award is 
open to all the players in the state and not just the State League.
